Scarce  gold,  proofs,  rolls,  small  cents,  proof  gold  and  currency  seem  to 
be  rising  the  most  ropidiy  at  present  with  most  bringing  close  to  listed  values  and 
a great  number  bringing  even  more.  Many  are  rising  from  month  to  month  with 
a number  "just  not  obtainable."  The  coins  most  in  demand  will  have  the  greatest 
number  of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  working,  these  coins 
keep  setting  new  records. 

Occassionally  a collector  writes  us  asking  why  our  estimated  values  in  some 
instances  are  higher  than  the  catalog  listing.

1918  $1  FEDERAL  RESERVE  BANK  NOTES 

This  is  the  FIRST  TIME  IN  ALL  OUR  232  SALES  WE  HAVE  BEEN  PRIVI- 
LEGED TO  OFFER  A COMPLETE  SET!  An  "emergency"  issue  of  relatively  short 
duration.  During  the  War,  a shortage  of  $1  and  $2  notes  arose.  There  was  an 
insufficient  supply  of  silver  dollars  on  hand  to  act  as  backing  for  any  sizable 
issue  of  silver  certificates,  at  the  same  time  there  was  a limit  by  law  on  the 
total  issuance  of  legal  tender  notes.  The  government  therefore  authorized  a 
special  issuance  of  these  smaller  denominations  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks 
which  had  U.S.  bonds  as  collateral.  After  the  War,  the  government  struck  a 
large  issue  of  silver  dollars  in  1921  and  the  following  years.  When  a large  supply 
of  dollars  had  accumulated,  a new  issue  of  $1  and  $5  silver  certificates  was 
issued  in  1923  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes  WERE  CALLED  IN  FOR 
REDEMPTION  (unlike  the  other  notes  which  were  allowed  to  circulate  until 
"worn  out").  Collectors  are  only  now  beginning  to  appreciate  the  rarity  of  many 
of  this  issue.  Undoubtedly,  many  "sleepers"  exist  in  this  series  as  it  is  exceedingly 
difficult  to  obtain  some  of  these  notes  (some  are  even  "Very  Rare").

LEGED TO  OFFER  A COMPLETE  SET!  Even  more  rare  than  the  $1  notes  as  they 
were  issued  in  much  smaller  quantity  and  did  not  circulate  to  any  great  extent. 
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That  any  beyond  the  few  collected  by  the  occasional  currency  collector  of  that 
time  have  survived  is  indeed  a miracle.  Most  of  the  issue  was  held  in  banks 
(how  many  $2  notes  do  you  see  in  circulation  today?)  and  when  they  were 
called  in,  were  sent  in  to  be  destroyed.  What  little  demand  there  was  for  $2  notes 
was  filled  by  the  $2  legals  issued  the  year  before  in  1917.  For  some  peculiar 
reason,  the  majority  of  $2  notes  that  have  survived  are  badly  worn  condition 
(possibly  the  great  majority  that  survived  did  so  accidentally  in  hands  of  non- 
collectors).
